FURTHER HEARING 
OF THE APPLICA­ 
TION FOR THE PARDON OF 
F. A. SPRAGUE. 


The hearing of the application for the par­ 
don of F. A. Sprague came on again before 
the Governor at 10 a . m. yesterday. 
I t was 
shown th at M r. Haym ond, by reason of his 
exertions of the day before in arguing the 
case, had been rendered ill and was then 
under medical attendance, whereupon the 
Governor continued the hearing until 1 P. M. 
A t th at hour M r. Haym ond had not yet ap­ 
peared. 
W . A. Cheney, for petitioner, at 
1:20 stated th at he bad word from the A ttor­ 
ney-General th at he declined to go on uDtil 
the petitioner had concluded. 
He argued 
th at petitioner had the affirmative and the 
right to conclude. 
Shortly after this Gen­ 
eral H a rt appeared and said he would not go 
on until the petitioner had concluded. 
Mr. 
Cheney said M r. Haymond, of all others, 
was most familiar with the case and all its 
facts and details, and it was necessary th at 
he be present. 
M r. Haym ond had been sick 
all night and was ill, but would come in time 
to close the argument. 
M r. Brooks said the Governor had desired 
to be enlightened on two points, one of which 
involves the question, W as Sprague convicted 
according to the forms of law ? T hat m at­ 
ter the petitioner had gone through with 
and finished, and he thought it right now for 
the Attorney-General to reply to th at part 
of the case. 
Then would come the consider­ 
ation of the facts as to whether, even adm it­ 
ting the trial to be proper, the evidence 
.hows Sprague to be guilty, he asserting his 
innocence. 
T hat branch of the case had 
been partly disposed of, and the testimony of 
two or three of the main witnesses reviewed. 
Colonel Haym ond was ill, and would, after 
the reply of the Attorney-General to the first 
branch of the case, resume and finish the re­ 
view of the case. 
H e hoped the Attorney- 
General would go on and Colonel Haym ond 
would be present within an hour. 
Attorney-General H art replied th at he did 
not wish to try a case by piecemeal. 
Mr. Brooks—This is not a trial. 
H a rt—I t looks like it. 
H ere a defendant 
has been convicted in a State Court by a 
competent jury. 
The prisoner asks the E x­ 
ecutive to pardon him. 
The judgm ent has 
all the presumptions in its favor, and in all 
ordinary m atters a sealed book to all but the 
Courts. 
I t is for the petitioner to show rea­ 
sons why the judgm ent of the law should be 
suspended. 
If he does that, he as A ttorney- 
General should not resist the application. 
H e wanted no man’s life. 
H e recognized the 
solemnity of the proceeding on which hangs 
a human life. 
B ut it was his duty when the 
judgm ent of the Court and the verdict is a t­ 
tacked to defend it. 
Y et he did not intend 
to resort to invective or appeal to passion, 
but it was his sworn duty to defend the record 
of the law of the land until it is successfully 
impeached, and then he would not interpose 
an objection to the Executive staying the 
process of the law. Thus far he did not deem 
th at the judgm ent and verdict had been 
shaken. 
Nothing had been shown to need 
reply save the invectiva against Judge Faw ­ 
cett. To th at he m ight reply. Let Mr. H ay­ 
mond finish his application, case or appeal, 
and then if the judgm ent and verdict needs 
support on the part of the Attorney-General 
by way of argument, he would endeav:r to 
Bhow why the solemn judgm ent of the Court 
should remain unimpaired. If M r. Haymond 
could come in an hour, let him come, and he 
for one would aw ait hie coming. 


THE ADVANCE. 
W . A. Cheney replied, and claimed that 
no m an should be deprived of life without due 
process of law. 
The petitioner had shown 
wherein he had been deprived of a fair and 
im partial and final hearing in the Courts. 
T hat branch of his case was concluded, and 
he deemed it sufficient. 
I t was now in or­ 
der, if at all, for the Attorney-General to re­ 
ply. 
The counsel for petitioner were not 
asking delay, but were.honest in the desire to 
pause with their case until M r. Haymond 
could be present. 
The Governor said he had hoped to have 
the hearing go on without delay, and that 
counsel could agree as to that m atter. 
By general consent an informal recess was 
then had for an hour and a half to aw ait the 
arrival of M r. Haymond. 
A t ‘2:40 r. M. Col­ 
onel Itaym ond appeared, saying th at he had 
left his bed against the advice and remon­ 
strance of his physician. 
H e had supposed 
the hearing could go on in his absence in 
response to the points he had made already, 
and th at as he had the affirmative, he could 
at a later hour close the case, as he was en­ 
titled. 
H e understood th at the Attorney- 
General objected to th at procedure. 
“ a b r e e z e.” 
M r. Ila rt preferred M r. Haymond should 
conclude his case. 
M r. Haym ond said he was willing to say 
no more and subm it the case as it stood if the 
other side had nothing to say, as he had un­ 
derstood it had expressed itself. 
H e was 
willing to leave it to the Governor there. 
Mr. H art—Do you make th at as a propo­ 
sition ? 
Mr. Haymond 8 lid if it was agreed to he 
was willing. 
M r. H art—I guess you’d better go on. 
Mr. Haym ond—Yes, I suppose I h ad; 1 
suppose tbe State demands th at I shall, at 
risk of my own life, go on. 
M r. Ila rt—I t would be very generous for 
the State to consent to what you wish, 
indeed. 
A t this M r. Haymond expressed himself in 
term s of indignation and declared the words 
of M r. H art implied an insult. 
M r. H art rose to explain. 
M r. Haym ond continued, under great ex­ 
citement, to say th at he asked no generosity 
of the Attorney-General, and would not sub­ 
m it to Buch remarks, and turned toward Mr. 
H a r t; 
with th at the Governor arose and 
demanded order, repeatedly calling on the 
gentlemen to cease. 
Both continued, however, to speak. 
Mr. 
Brooks palled M r. Haym ond to his seat 
twice, but the latter again arose and declared 
th at if Mr. H a rt repeated the terms he 
would knock him down. 
M r. H art told him to go on with his 
knocking down, and for a moment it looked 
as if the two men would have a set-to. 
Mr. 
Haymond was evidently laboring under great 
mental irritation. 
The Governor censured both, and said he 
should refuse to hear them if they could not 
restrain themselves. 
Mr. Haymond apologized to the Governor, 
and said he had been greatly worried and was 
ill, and allowed his tem per to master him. 
M r. H art on his part recited w hat he had 
said, and added th at he did not think he de­ 
served the censure administered. 
W hat he 
said he had said sincerely, pleasantly, serious­ 
ly. 
I t would be a generosity unexampled to 
consent to close the hearing on the state­ 
m ents and argum ent of petitioner alone, and 
the State’s representative to not only be si­ 
lent but give consent to it. 
He did not 
think his words sufficient to justify the action 
of M r. Haymond. 
M r. Haym ond again expressed his regret 
to the Governor for the occurrence, and peace 
on the Potomac being declared, the hearing 
was resumed. 
The Governor said that he wanted counsel 
to understand he was hearing, and should act 
without bias, prejudice or feeling, but with 
the fullest sense of the great responsibility 
resting upon him. 
Mr. Haym ond said he knew that, and that 
before the Governor he felt for the first time 
he was having a fair opportunity to present 
the case of the unfortunate prisoner. 
Governor Perkins Baid he could save the 
counsel time by saying he desired chiefly now 
to hear relative to the testimony of Jones. 
M r. Haym ond said he would try to review 
it though it was a t the risk of his own life to 
enter upon the effort. 
ARGUMENT RESUMED. 
H e referred to the testimony of Dr. Del- 
inont, the county physician, who examined 
More’s body. 
H e testified th at the wounds 
in the head were made with a buckshot or a 
pistol-ball, and could not have been made 
w ith a gun-ball fired from a gun close to the 
head. 
Á gun fired close to the head would 
have blown a large hole and there would have 
been, powder marks. 
H e added th at no shot 
from shotguns made the wounds. Now Jones 
tells us his story of the assassins standing 
over M ore as he lay on the ground and firing 
from gunB volley after volley into his head 
and body. 
Lawrence More would not let 
th at physician open the head to find a ball. 
Six months after, the head was opened and a 
ball found. 
Now tho story of men standing 
over the body and firing was the story of the 
V entura Signal, drawn wholly and admit- 
edly from fancy, was simply repeated by 
Hiekerson and by Jones. 
Jones was never 
called in the case until he had heard the tes­ 
timony of all the other witnesses and the 
deposition of Hiekerson. 
Ferguson swore 
th at ho saw a party of men run up and shoot 
More, between 12 and 1 o’clock a t night. 
(M r. Haym ond read from the testimony.) 


The Chinaman woke him and (ol 1 him the 
barn was on tire. 
H e and Olivas ran to get 
the horses out. 
More was in the barn shout­ 
ing for some one to 


BRING A KNIFE 
To cut the halters. A shot was tired than 
somewhere outside of the barn, and then 
More asked what is the m atter. 
H e and 
M ore were then in the barn. 
This Mr. H ay­ 
mond claimed showed the untruth of Jones’ 
story, th at they went there to lure More out 
of the house, and then kill him. 
Here they 
could have killed him as he left the house, 
but Ferguson swears when the first shot was 
fired More was in the barn. 
So there was 
other firing there than at More. 
Ferguson 
says there were two or three men th at he 
saw over More, and all he heard them say 
was as he ran from them, one cried o u t: 
“ Come on, boys, let’s us go,” and he was the 
nearest man of all to them. 
Jones was be­ 
tween 70 and 100 yards away, and farther 
away than Ferguson, and the men passed be­ 
tween Ferguson and the burning barn, yet 
Jones heard and saw things which never 
occurred, 
according 
to 
Ferguson. 
I t 
was 
proven 
th at 
tbe 
Chinaman 
went 
back 
toward 
the 
house 
to 
get a knife for More to cut the horses loose, 
but he was driven back and shot at. 
Jnan 
Olivas testified th at Ramirez when sent for a 
knife came back and said he did’nt go into 
the house to get it because he saw disguised 
men outside. 
Ramirez himself swore th at he 
saw disguised and armed men, and came back 
to the ham and began saving property, and 
never told More th at there were armed and dis­ 
guised men outside because he thought them 
friends, and in another case he said he had 
thought them friends, and thought he recog­ 
nized one as a friend, M r. Churchill. 
The 
Chinaman and Ramirez say the men they saw 
a t the gate were small men, but Churchill is 
very tall, and with a flour sack over his head 
must have seemed still taller. 
As to the 
RECANTING OF JONES. 
I t was voluntary. 
H e came to M r. H ay­ 
mond to make his confession of perjury, and 
he told him to go before a m agistrate and 
make it, and he did. 
H e gave the deposition 
to M r. Haymond with the stipulation th at it 
should be sealed up and never used except on 
consent of both Jones and Haymond, and it 
was deposited with th at understanding, and 
.o now remains, and has been seen by no man 
since save the depositary. 
Jones is now in 
Arizona, 
Subsequently Jones, on a trial of 
another of the prisoners, after much shuffling, 
recanted and took back his former statements. 
Mr. Haym ond then gave a concise history of 
his connection with the trouble about Jones 
at Brown’s Hotel, in San Buenaventura, 
claiming th at Jones fled to M r. Fay, an at­ 
torney for the defense, for protection, and 
M r. Haym ond found them both in F ay ’s 
room, armed and under great fear and excite­ 
ment, when Haymond rebuked Fay for hav­ 
ing anything to do with Jones, and Fay re­ 
plied he’d protect a dog. 
W hereupon Mr. 
Haym ond left, and on the street met Mr. 
W illiams and they had some words about 
Jones and his whereabouts. 
H e claimed that 
Jones, while a prisoner, was frequently taken 
out of jail to be interviewed by the prosecu­ 
tion, which was a violation of law and an 
“ escape ” under the Penal Code. Thus Jones 
was led to believe he was a prisoner, when, 
in fact, he was being prepared as a witness for 
the prosecution. 
H e denounced this pro­ 
ceeding 
roundly, and read 
from 
Jones’ 
testim ony to show th at the proceeding 
was an outrage. 
Y et that man, 
when 
no 
longer 
a 
prisoner, 
when 
a 
free 
man. fleeing to the protection of J . D. Fay, 
than whom a more knightly man never lived, 
nor a more gallant one ever died, was pur­ 
sued and hounded by the prosecntioD, and 
now it attacks in a pamphlet the dead Fay 
for doing for Jones, whom he told to his face 
he despised and loathed, what his chivalrous 
nature bade him do for even a dog. 
A t this 
point M r. H u) rnond made 


A TERRIBLE ASSAULT 
Upon Judge Faw cett, denouncing him in 
eloquent invective and with the most fearful 
denunciations. 
He read then from Jones’ 
testimony, to show he was several times taken 
from j iff to the Palace Hotel to meet counsel 
for the prosecution, and while there was put 
in a room where some one was hid in a closet 
to overhear what was said. 
Mr. W illiams—Do you state that as tru th ? 
Haym ond—W hat ? 
W illiam s—I mean do you cite that as tru th ? 
Haym ond—Jones’ statem ent? 
W illiam s—Yes. 
Haym ond—N o ; I read it to show he is 
utterly unworthy of b elief; tells one story 
one day and another the next. 
W illiams—You connect Judge Granger 
w ith it by saying he met Jones there. 
Haym ond—Yes. 
W illiams—Judge Granger admits his true 
relation to the m atter. 
W herever he is 
known his word will be received as truth. 
W hy do yon attack him ? 
Haymond—Because lie perm itted a pam­ 
phlet to be printed and circulated all over 
the land—except in V entura county—about 
this case, which he knows is full of lies from 
beginning to end. 
’ M r. Haym ond then read from Jones’ testi­ 
mony where he tells th at Hall, the detective, 
told him he had better confess, th at he would 
gain by it ; that he (the officer) knew all 
about his connection with the case. 
T hat if 
he’d 
tell all about it he could go free, 
and th at Jonathan Jones told him if he’d 
tell him all about it he should have 8300 down, 
and $1,000 later. 
T hat after his discharge, 
counsel for jjrosecution told him his life was 
in danger if he weut out alone, and th at 
enemies would get up stories on him as to 
what he m ight say, and thus break down his 
testimony, so he consented to one N athan 
Stone staying with him and watching him. 
Governor Perkins—W ere all these facts 
about Jones being in the hands of the prose­ 
cution shown in the Sprague trial? 
M r. W illiams—Yes, sir, the whole of it ; 
his testimony being attacked it all came out 
and one of the instructions to the jury was 
given relative to th at m atter. 
M r. H art—The jury knew all about it and 
passed on it. 
PERJURY. 
Mr. Haym ond then read from Jones’ tes­ 
timony giving an account of his being kept 
under the control of the prosecution, and how, 
as soonashegotfrom underthew atch ofStone, 
he went to friends and stated th at he had 
committed perjury ; th at all he had sworn to 
against Sprague was false, and th at Jonathan 
Jones had told him to put in H unt, Lord and 
M cCart in his testimony because the prose­ 
cution had more against H unt and Lord than 
against Swanson. 
H e read also from the tes­ 
timony where Jones swears th at on the night 
of the m urder he and Curlee were all night 
at their cabin in Pole Canyon ; that he im­ 
plicated Curlee and Churchill in the story of 
the murder because detective H all told him 
to. 
He had their names w ritten down. 
H e 
had heard all about Hickerson’s testimony 
before he made his so-called “ confession,” 
and had also read the story in the V entura 
Signal. 
H e then read from D eputy Sheriff 
Snodgrass’ testimony relative to what oc­ 
curred when he had Jones in charge; that 
he took him to the hotel as charged; that 
Jonathan Jones visited him, etc. 
Governor Perkins here remarked th at he’d 
like to see th at statem ent Jones made which 
is deposited in the vault of the Treasurer of 
Ventura. 
M r. W illiams—I t appears th at its produc­ 
tion depends on the generosity of J ones. 
M r. Haym ond—I don’t remember exactly 
the indorsement on the package. 
W e can 
telegraph and get the indorsement.^ I think 
it provides it shall not be opened without the 
consent of both he and I. 
I am wiliing to 
have it here. 
Governor Perkins—I don’t think anything 
Jones says could have much weight with me. 
He has evidently committed perjury in one 
case or the other. 
Mr. Haymond and 
M r. Williams—U n­ 
doubtedly, in one case or the other. 
Governor Perkins—W hy couldn’t Jones 
be held for perjury? 
Attorney-General H art—Because it takes 
two witnesses to prove it. 
M r. Haymond said there were six Spragues, 
M cCart, H unt, Lord, a man in Santa B ar­ 
bara, and others, in fact, fifteen witnesses or 
more, who can prove the perjury, and fix it 
on Jones. 
MORE ABOUT JONES. 
M r. Haymond said he wanted to introduce 
a statem ent made by Jones to the D istrict 
A ttorney, and added th at the testimony of 
Jones in the last Churchill trial and in his 
other statements, amounted to the same 
thing as the recantation in the sealed docu­ 
m ent in the Treasury vault. 
M r. Haym ond 
then recited the main points in the case, to 
show th at Jones’ story of the details of the 
killing contradicts all the stories of all the 
other witnesses in m aterial m atters, and all 
gees 
to 
show 
th at 
Jones 
was 
not 
at 
the 
killing 
at 
all. 
Also, 
th at 
all the facts sworn to, and claimed to be 
proven? were far stronger against Curlee than 
those intioduced against Sprague, and yet 
Curlee was set free because the prosecution 
became convinced they could not convict him. 
He called attention to tho m arked discrep­ 
ancy between Jones’ and Ferguscn’s testi­ 
mony, relative to what occurred a t the k ill­ 
ing. Jones, following the fanciful publication 
iu the V entura Signal, tells of the exoitement 
go overcoming Sprague that, beiDg lame in 
the back already, was overcome so th at two 


of the men had to uphold him as he moved 
away from the seme, while Ferguson, who 
was certainly there, saw the shooters go 
away, and there was no such thing done as 
supporting any one away from the scene of 
the m urder. 
\\ ithout Jones the prosecution 
fails. 
Draw him out of the case and the bot­ 
tom falls out of it. 
BROWN. 
N ext he took up the remarkable story of 
the witness Brown. 
If w hat he tells is true, 
he knew the m urder was to be committed 
th at night and yet slept in his house, which 
is in sight of M ore’s house. 
H e had not 
agreed to m eet the conspirators, he says. 
H ad he said so be would have convicted him­ 
self of murder. 
B ut he says Sprague came 
bis house and urged him to join in the mur­ 
der and he refused, because his wife objected 
to his being out of night. 
Then he says 
Churchill came to him and asked if he had a 
gun and powder, and told him shot and ball 
would bo given him on the Bpet, and th at 
there were men in tbe scheme who would 
see it through, and th at they had the road 
guarded to prevent the men from the sheep- 
canip on the table-land interfering if they 
should see the tire. 
interfering if they 
Y et Brown says he slept 
in his house th a t night, and never saw the 
light of tbe fire, though the barn v u but a 
little way off across a sandy plain, and its 
flames lit up the whole country. 
Brown 
swears th at he was a t Tompkins’ house and 
talked with him ; th at he had th at day had 
the conversation w ith Churchill about the 
contemplated murder, and at that time had 
just come from Tompkins’house in his wagon 
and had a hog in he had bought of Tompkins. 
Y et the defense proved th at Tompkins on 
that very day was far away in Los Angeles 
county. 
Mr. W illiams—W e proved by Mr. Todd an 
unimpeachable man, th at he had that day met 
Brown coming from the direction of Tomp­ 
kins’ place, and th at he had a hoc in his 
wagon. 
And all these facte were before the 
jury and it passed on them. 
M r. Haymond—Yes. 
B ut the jury was 
instructed th at there was no evidence tend­ 
ing to show Brown was an accomplice, and 
therefore, I say they were led to bwlieve 
th at they could convict without the corrob­ 
oration of Brown, and in the Curlee case the 
Supreme Court held such instruction to be 
error. 
A t this point M r. Haymond rested 
his argument, reserving the right to reply to 
the a us ¡ver of General H art, and at 5:30 r.M. 
the Governor ordered a recess until 7 r. m. 


Evening Session. 
Attorney-General H art addressed the Gov­ 
ernor at the evening session in behalf of the 
people. 
H e regretted Mr. Haymond was not 
present to hear w hat he had to say. 
H e was 
not appearing to sway the passions or in­ 
dulge iu oratorical flourish. 
Such was not 
bis duty. 
It was his duty only to take a 
calm review of the case, and he was conscious 
of his position as the legal adviser of the 
Executive, and th at for all he should say he 
waB officially responsible for. 
All he should 
say would be the result of deliberate convic­ 
tion after careful study of the case. 
[A t this 
point Mr. Haymond came in.] 
H e had no 
words of bitterness for counsel, who stands 
for his client aud whose devotion here shows 
the lawyer’s allegiance to his client has no 
equal except in th at of the wife for the hus­ 
band. 
H e should enter into no ingenious 
argument to lead the Executive to do any­ 
thing he believed to be wrong. 
H e should 
appeal not to the multitude, but to the calm 
judgm ent of the Executive. 


THE PARDONING POWER 
lie held not to be a mere arbitrary setting 
free of criminals punished by the Courts in 
obedience to the laws of the State. 
On the 
contrary, the power is limited and controlled 
by the jiro visions of the Constitution and the 
Executive conscience under the oath required 
by the Constitution. 
The Constitution say . 
every man is entitled to a fair trial by a jury 
of his country, and on their verdict m ust 
rest his fate. 
The Governor is asked on a 
speech net one-third as voluminous as the 
testimony alone, to set free a man convicted 
on testim ony by a jury, in a competent 
Court, of willful, dastardly, cowardly murder. 
H e is asked to undo tbe work of the judici­ 
ary. 
Tbe one arm or departm ent of the Gov­ 
ernment is asked to stay the other, and in doing 
so to review and determine that the great 
judicial branch of the Government, headed 
by the Supreme Court of the State, has been 
guilty of flagrant violation of law. 
W as 
any such demand ever before m ade? No. 
The Executivein determining whether the evi­ 
dence sustains the verdict, and the record sus­ 
tains the proceedings of the Court, steps out 
of the line laid down for it. 
Each arm of 
the Government m ust rest upon the Constitu­ 
tion and the law and cannot go beyond them. 
The jury, peers of the defendant, who heard 
the witnesses, saw them on the stand, looked 
into their faces, heard their voices, can judge 
better than any other of the tru th of testi­ 
mony—better than it is possible for any other 
to do looking at the testimony on the cold 
pages of the record. 
THE CERTIFICATE OF JUDGE FAWCETT. 
The defendant asks th at he be pardoned 
because of an alleged false certificate of Judge 
Fawcett. 
H e was not there to defend Judge 
Fawcett, though something is due to the 
dead. 
B ut he was before the Governor to 
defend the record, be :ause it shows Faw cett 
was rig h t; th at he was not the scoundrel 
charged ; not the liar he hail been branded ; 
not deserving of the bitter invective heaped 
upon his grave. 
“ I say, Judge Faw cett was 
right, and certified the bare truth, and no 
more, and I will prove it by the record.” No 
certificate can be higher than the judgment, 
and no certificate or judgm ent exists th at can­ 
not be set aside by the higher Court on a 
proper showing. 
Judge Faw cett said (read­ 
ing from the quotation in the G etty case) tbe 
bill of exceptions consisted of the reportera’ 
notes w ritten out in full, and containing the 
siile-bar remarks of counsel. 
Now, the Su­ 
preme Court Baid that no such bill of excep­ 
tions could be tolerated. 
The bill should be 
in 
narrative form 
and 
present only so 
much 
of 
the 
evidence 
as 
is 
neces­ 
sary to illustrate a point. .This is the lan­ 
guage of the highest Court in the land, and 
if Judge Faw cett has followed this law as 
determined by the highest tribuna!, then I 
submit to all fair-minded men if it justified 
the terrible invective poured out upon this 
dead Judge. 
In all the criminal jurispru­ 
dence of the State there is scarce a parallel 
to the bill sent up in this case, full of ques­ 
tion and answer, and question and answer, 
and side-bar remarks of counsel. 
If so it, 
Judge Faw cett did but his bare duty in bo 
certifying, and “ I say he certified only to 
the tru th .” 
M r. H a rt 
here read 
from 
the 
bill 
to 
show 
th at 
it 
contained 
side-bar remarks and arguments, just as 
Judge Faw cett certified it did. 
If tbe Gov­ 
ernor would ask any lawyer, any Judge 
conversant with the law, about it, he would 
find th at the extract read was side-bar, was 
argument, and wholly and entirely out of 
place in a bill of exceptions. 
T hat was but 
one page of the 1,100 ; the volume was full of 
like errors. 
B ut it made no difference, for if 
Judge Faw cett certified th at the bill was but 
the reporter’s notes, it was competent for the 
Supreme Court to determine if th at was true. 
It was the duty of the Clerk to certify the 
certificate, and he did, also to send up w hat 
M r. Haymond claimed to be a bill ot excep­ 
tions. 
Then it became the duty of the Su­ 
preme Court to determine from the record if 
it was a bill of exceptions, and it did. 
B ut 
they say Judge Faw cett certified that it is a 
copy of the reporter’s notes. 
W ell, w hat of 
it ? The Supreme Court reads the bill of ex­ 
ceptions and determines if the bill is a proper 
one, and does it on principles laid down and 
understood, and by Judgee sworn to do their 
duty, and th at tribunal says the bill m ust be 
stated as far as possible in narrative form, 
etc., aa before stated. 
These are the princi­ 
ples declared by the law of the people on 
which Faw cett acted. 
Never was it pro­ 
vided th at 1,300 pages of testim ony should be 
sent up for the Supreme C ourt to read. Sup­ 
pose th at to be the law, see w hat a superhu­ 
man work, but impossible, would be thrown 
on the Courts by the hundreds if casrs in the 
State. 
So the points of appeal only illus­ 
trated by necessary evidence go up. 
B ut 
they say 
THERE WERE ERASURES 
In the reporter’s notes made by M r. H ay ­ 
mond, and th at the remainder, unerased, 
made up hÍ3 bill of exceptions. 
To contra­ 
dict that, he offered a dispatch from the 
Clerk of V entura, dated A ugust 24th, in 
which he says the bill consiste! of six vol­ 
umes of testimony, and was sent to Judge 
Faw cett at Sacramento September, 1878, and 
he refused to settle it. 
Haym ond then 
struck out a lot of testim ony and sent it 
again. 
“ The first time notes in full, no 
erasures,” signed, Eastin, Clerk of the Court. 
B ut go to the affidavit of counsel himself as 
to the condition of the notes then, remember­ 
ing th a t Judge Faw cett was then alive, and 
remembering th at the proceedings a t the 
time of action form the best photograph of 
the facts of the moment. 
Take Mr. H ay- 
mond’s affidavit of th at time, then filed, and 
remember if there was anything like perjury 
by Judge Faw cett then it m ust have been 
shown. 
In th at affidavit to the Court by the 
, c unsel to compel Judge Faw cett to set aside 
the order charged here as falsa and corrupt, 
there is no word of complaint like th at ma le

The dishonesty of the Dem ocratic party 
in this S tate is proved by its alliance w ith 
th e G reenbackers. 
The national Democ­ 
racy adopted a t C incinnati a platform 
w hich declares for m aintaining hard money 
an d pledges th e p arty to the full and 
faithful discharge of the public debt. 
In 
th e very teeth of these professions the 
C alifornia Dem ocrats have placed them ­ 
selves on the G reenbackers’ platform of 
nullification and repudiation, and their 
candidates have the im pudence to appeal 
to honest voters for th eir suffrages after 
having th u s paraded th eir u tte r lack of 
principle ami sincerity. 
N othing could 
dem onstrate 
th e 
untrustw orthiness 
of 
D em ocratic professions more clearly than 
th is 
act. 
I t 
is 
m ade perfectly appa­ 
ren t th a t th ey have no longer any convic­ 
tion?. 
They are w illing to trad e w ith any 
faction from w hich a few votes m ay be 
got. 
and 
to g et those few votes they 
unhesitatingly iling behind 
them 
even 
th e declarations of 
th eir own national 
Convention. 
No G recnLacker can stand on 
th e C incinnati platform , b ut D em ocrats 
iind no difficulty in occupying th e Green- 
backer platform , and the reason of th i3 is 
not far to seek. 
I t was the Dem ocratic 
p arty which in 1868 proposed to pay off 
th e N ational debt w ith depreciated paper. 
I t was th e Dem ocratic party th a t produced 
Pendleton. 
Every financial heresy, every 
fraudulent proposition th a t has been ad­ 
vanced, has had its birth in th a t party. 
It 
has th is year pretended to be in favor of 
honest money, b ut the tru e inw ardness of 
the party is illustrated in the Greenback 
alliances, and no t in the Cincinnati plat­ 
form. 
The G reenbackers propose m eas­ 
ures which would break down resum ption ; 
w hich would cheat the public creditors ; 
w hich would destroy the present admirable 
banking system of the country, and re­ 
store th e vicious and clum sy old State 
B auk system ; which would drive gold 
o u t of the country, 
and reduce us to 
a silver 
standard ; 
w hich 
w ould 
de­ 
preciate the currency, thus robbing every­ 
one ; 
which 
would 
bring 
us 
to 
re­ 
pudiation 
and 
national 
bankruptcy'. 
A ll these arc naturally Dem ocratic meas­ 
ures, for Democracy and currency heresy 
have been synonym ous ever since th e close 
of the rebellion. I t is tim e, therefore, th a t 
the Dem ocratic affinities should be clearly- 
understood, and also th a t th e journals 
w hich m ake a pretense of Iiepublicanism 
while fighting the fiat m oney battle should 
go w here they belong. 
T he Republican 
candidate for the Presidency is an honest 
money man. 
The Republican party is an 
honest money party. 
Those who advocate 
G reenback propositions can have nothing 
in common w ith th is candidate or party.

W hy cannot th e D istrict A giicultural 
Societies propose classified exhibits of the 
products of th eir several jurisdictions for 
the S tate F air ? 
I t would not require 
m uch tim e "to obtain and arrange them , 
and if they were displayed w ith plain and 
sufficient labels, in the Pavilion, they would 
prove very 
valuable 
and 
instructive. 
Specim ens of the soil of the various coun­ 
ties should accompany the different pro­ 
ductions, and statem ents of the average rain­ 
fall should also be appended. 
Such an ex­ 
h ib it would enable strangers to asci rtain 
w ith very little trouble the characteristics 
of various p arts of th e State, and it would 
add very greatly to the practical utility 
of th e F air. 
If th e D istrict Societies 
th in k it too late this year to m ake such 
arrangem ents, they w ill do well to discuss 
th e subject w ith an eye to future exhibi­ 
tions. 
One of the greatest needs of all 
our S tate Fairs has been in this direction. 
V isitors from the E ast and from foreign 
countries desire to ascertain w hat is grown 
in o th er p arts of the State, w hat kind of 
soil it is grow n in, w hat are th e clim atic 
conditions, 
and so forth. 
A ll these in ­ 
quiries could be answ ered at the cost of a 
little trouble, and we are convinced th a t 
th e results would be generally satisfactory, 
and would increase th e value of th e S tate 
F airs greatly, and give them a m uch broader 


significance. 


SPRAGUE CASE. 


The Bee last night observed: 
“ O ur 
“ m orning contem porary is th e only jour- 


“ nal in the State, so far as we have ob- 
“ served, th a t is th irsting for hum an blood. 
“ I t insists, w ith terrible vindictiveness, 
“ th a t poor Sprague shall be hanged.

“ the evidence to be presented to H is 
“ Excellency, as to atte m p t to bulldoze 
“ him in th e prem ises.” 
If our contem ­ 
porary had reflected a little it would 
hardly have been so rash as to charge the 
R eco rd -U n io n w ith being “ th e only jo u r­ 
nal in th e S tate th a t is th irstin g for 
hum an blood.” 
For it is not a week 
since th e Bee itself editorially approved 
and deliberately advocated th e assassina­ 
tion of Irish landlords and land agents. 
T he position of the Bee on th e land ques­ 
tion appears to have converted it to the 
doctrine th a t th e m urder of landlords is 
alwaj-s justifiable, and perhaps th is is the 
reason w hy it sym pathizes so stronglv 
w ith Sprague. 
The R eco rd -Ij n ion dis­ 
claims any vindictiveness in the premises, 
and does not think it necessary to deal 
seriously w ith the malicious b u t silly 
assertion th a t it has attem pted to bull­ 
doze the 
Governor, by 
review ing 
the 
ascertained facts in the case dispassion­ 
ately. 
The readers of this journal would 
not be com plim ented by any endeavor on 
our part to convince them th a t our course 
is governed a t all tim es by- a sincere desire 
to subserve the cause of tru th and justice, 
and we shall therefore attem p t no dem on­ 
stration of th a t kind. In w hatever we have 
said of the Sprague case we have relied 
only upon properly authenticated evidence. 
W e have endeavored to present th e lead­ 
ing features of th e case fairly and plainly, 
and nothing th a t has thus far been elicited 
during the inform al rehearing of it before 
the 
G overnor 
is 
of 
a 
character 
to 
change 
our 
opinion. 
T his 
inform al 
rehearing has been w hat it m ight have 
have been expected to be under the circum ­ 
stances : a so rt of extra-legal extravaganza. 
G overnor Perkins has very evidently been 
inspired by a com m endable desire to get 
at th e tiu th , and has necessarily allowed 
great latitu d e to th e counsel for th e de­ 
fense. 
In th e absence of all real responsi­ 
bility, how ever, w ithout any of th e re­ 
strain ts w hich properly constituted courts 
place upon th e assertions and the general 
proceedings of counsel, the m ost extraordi­ 
nary- things have been said and done. 
I t 
had been intim ated th a t new and im ­ 
p o rtan t evidence was to be brought for­ 
w ard, b u t we have failed to detect an y ­ 
thing of th e kind. 
M r. H aym ond has 
taken the opportunity to assail the m em ­ 
ory 
of

F aw cett 
in 
a 
m an­ 
ner 
w hich 
w ould 
have 
been 
inde­ 
cent 
had 
th a t 
gentlem an 
been 
liv­ 
ing, and which, under th e circum stances, 
was sim ply atrocious. 
He has fu rth er de­ 
nounced every w itness 
whose evidence 
inculpated his client, and 
has accused 
several people of lying. 
H e has m ixed 
up th e evidence in three or four cases 
in an ingenious and bew ildering way, and 
has indulged in a great deal of Etrong 
language which, however, is not evidence. 
W e are q uite willing to adm it th a t he has 
exerted him self unsparingly on behalf of 
his client, b u t since loud assertion and 
vituperation is not evidence, and since the 
facts of th e case rem ain precisely w hat 
they were before he began his “ argum ent,” 
we cannot adm it th at he has changed the 
aspect of th e situation. 


A ttem pts to prove th a t Sprague did not 
m urder More by elaborate disquisitions upon 
the m otives w hich led people to sign peti­ 
tions for th e com m utation of th e prisoner’s 
death-sentence, and reckless assaults upon 
th e characters of all who have had any­ 
thing to do w ith the prosecution, m ay ap­ 
pear to peculiarly constituted m inds in 
the light of fresh proofs of the innocence of 
the defendant. 
To us, however, such pro­ 
ceedings seem irrelevant and unconvinc­ 
ing. 
T he noise 
may deafen b u t.it does 
not 
persuade us. 
The original show ­ 
ings 
in 
th e 
case, 
w hich 
appear 
to 
connect Sprague w ith the m urder in the 
clearest and closest way, have not been dis­ 
proved. 
Perhaps 
M r. 
Haym ond 
may 
really th in k th a t they have, b ut to those 
whose only interest in th e case is th a t of 
lovers of justice and friends of law and 
order the contrary m ust still appear to 
be th e controlling view. 
W e did not an­ 
ticipate from th is hearing of the case any 
new developm ents, and principally for the 
reason th a t if there had been any they 
would n aturally have been m ade before 
now. 
T his 
case 
has 
been 
three 
years 
in 
incubation, 
and 
during 
th at 
tim e 
th e 
m ost 
persistent 
and 
strenuous 
efforts 
have 
been 
m ade 
to 
procure th e acquittal of the chief defend­ 
ant. 
U nfortunately m uch had blood has 
been caused by the crime, and one result 
of this has been seen in the personal char­ 
acter of m any of the disputes betw een 
counsel since the present hearing began. 
W ith these anim osities the R e c o rd -U n io n 
has nothing to do, however. 
Its sole de­ 
sire is to aid justice, and w herever possible 
to prevent its defeat, no m atter by whom, 
or in whose interest. 
The M ore m urder 
wa3 a peculiarly iufamous and cow ardly 
erime, and it is necessary for th e preserva­ 
tion of order in society and for th e protec­ 
tion of hum an life and property, th a t such 
crim es should be 
punished. 
A 
chain 
of evidence, circum stantial and positive, 
has been discovered connecting Sprague

w orthy ; then, and then alone, will he 
he a fit subject for executive clemency. 
If 
there 
is 
nothing

defense than 
has been 
brought forw ard th u s far, wc cannot see 
how any doubt can exist as to th e justice 
of the verdict by which Sprague was found 
guilty. 
W e do not th irst for blood. 
W e 
are not, like our contem porary, advocates 
of assassination. 
B ut we stand for ju s­ 
tice, as well for the victim as for the m ur­ 
derers, and do not believe th a t the in ter­ 
ests of society can be advanced by allowing 
mere sentim ent, or rhetorical flourishings, 
to obscure th e significance of positive cvi- 
dence. 
I t further appears to have cscaned 
the m em ory of our cotem porary th a t it has 
for m onths past persistently asserted the 
innocence 
of 
Sprague 
and assiduously 
quoted from its cotem poraries every ex­ 
pression favoring its own conclusions, and 
all th is long before any opportunity hail 
offered for the form ation of a verdict based 
on 
evidence. 
Its 
present 
accusation 
am ounts to a denial of th e right of any 
one to form or express an opinion for the 
people. 
If th e exhaustive and im partial 
inquiry prosecuted by the R e c o rd -U n io n 
had resulted in producing a conviction fav­ 
orable to th e absurd theory of Sprague’s 
innocence, we m ight have indulged in the 
m ost dogm atic assertions of th a t conclu­ 
sion w ithout incurring the liability of be­ 
ing charged w ith special blood-thirstiness 
or a desire to forestall the independent 
judgm ent of the Executive. 


O ur differences should be like m ortar, 
which separates the bricks th at it binds 
together.—[Boston T ranscript.

T he New Y ork papers have already be­ 
gun to figure upon th e changes in Con­ 
gressional representation which the appor­ 
tionm ent under th e new census will bring 
about. 
The World has led off w ith an 
estim ate based upon the alleged returns 
from th e South, and by a very free use of 
th e peculiar talents of its celebrated a rith ­ 
m etician it succeeded in dem onstrating 
th a t th e Southern S tates w ould secure 
large gains, and th a t alm ost all th e N o rth ­ 
ern and W estern ones w ould lose. 
The 
H erald has now followed suit, and claims 
th a t the following States will lose, as indi­ 
cated : A labam a 1, Florida 1, Georgia 1, 
Louisiana 1, N orth Carolina 1, South C ar­ 
olina 1, Tennessee 1, M aine 1, N ew H am p­ 
shire 1, V erm ont 1, N ew Y ork 3, Pennsyl­ 
vania 2, Ohio 2, Indiana 1. 
The following 
States w ill gain, according to th is estim ate : 
M issouri 1, Texas 3, M ichigan 1, Iow a 2, 
W isconsin 1, M innesota 2, N ebraska 1, 
K ansas 3, California 2 and Oregon 1. This 
gives 18 losses and 17 gains, leaving the 
aggregate nearly th e same, b u t of course 
causing considerable actual change in the 
distribution of strength. 
Seven Southern 
S tates will lose 1 apiece. 
Seven N o rth ­ 
ern S tates w ill lose 11. 
Two Southern 
.States will gain 4, and eight N orthern 
States will gain 13. 
B ut it is evident th a t 
all such calculations are prem ature. 
A t 
present it cannot be know n w hat the re­ 
sults of th e census in the South are. 
I t is 
q uite possible th a t it will have to bo taken 
again in several States, and it is not cer­ 
tain th a t any tru stw o rth y returns from 
th a t region will be obtained. 
I t is evident 
th a t th e Southern D em ocrats had made 
th eir calculations upon an undetectable 
system of fraud, and now th a t they have 
been found ou t they m ay prefer to defeat 
th e taking of a genuine census rath er than 
subm it to th a t reduction of th eir repre­ 
sentation which the ascertainm ent of th eir 
decline in population m ust lead to.

paying out 8200,000,000 in th e discharge of 
m atured bonds, and still leaving $100,­ 
000,000 in th e Treasury, 
it is sim ply 
talking 
nonsense, 
and 
attem pting 
to 
deal 
w ith 
a 
situation 
which 
has 
no existence outside of its own fertile but 
erratic and unreliable imagination. 
W hen 
our contem porary has had tim e to digest 
these facts, and to perceive th eir bearing 
upon th e curious calculations w ith which it 
has for some tim e been solacing itself and 
amazing its readers, we shall be happy to 
proceed a few steps fu rth er w ith its finan­ 
cial education. In the m eantim e, however, 
we m ust recall its attention to th e circum ­ 
stance th a t though we have been a t some 
pains to disabuse it of the fallacy under

In atlo n to r Congress. 
F ikenix, August 24tb.—The first Republi­ 
can Territorial Convention of Arizona con­ 
vened in this place yesterday, for the purpose 
of nominating a cardidate for Delegate to 
Congress and Superintendent of Public In ­ 
struction. 
The seven counties of Arizona 
were fully represented. The Convention was 
called to order by ex-Governor Safford. 
W illiam H . H ardy waR elected Chairman 
and W. ,T. Osborne Secretary. The only can­ 
didates entered for the rum ination were W. 
M. Stew art of Camp G rant, and DeForest 
Porter of Phoeuix. 
Stew art was nominated 
on the first ballot, receiving fifteen out of the 
tw enty votes in the Convention. 
The nomi­ 
nation was made unanimous. The Convention 
made no nomination for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, thinking that office should 
be separated and untrammeled by either 
political consideration or religious influences. 
Hon. W in. Sherman, the present incumbent, 
was heartily indorsed by the Convention and 
recommended to the votes of the Territory. 
A Central Committee of twenty-one 
was 
elected, with Clark A. Churchill, Chairman ; 
H. A. Bigelow, Secretary, and E. B. Pom­ 
eroy, of Tucson, Treasurer. 
The next Con­ 
vection is to consist of seventy-three mem­ 
bers. 
The Convention adjourned amid great 
enthusiasm. 
A grand ratification meeting 
was held on the public plaza last evening. 
Ratification meetings were also held in other 
parts of the Territory. 
In Prescott 100 guns 
were fired. 
Arizona can be safely counted 
for the Republicans next November.

T ucson, August 24th.— Last night the au­ 
thorities of this place learned th at Reyes, the 
Mexican brigand, with a party of Mexicans, 
were en route to this point.

The Sheriff and posse then got on 
horseback and pursued the Mexicans, but 
owing to the darkness and the heavy mesquit 
brush the trail was soon lost.

ruel and untrue, though undoubtedly coun­ 


s e l believes them true. 
B ut he would show 
that it was impossible for Judge ia w c e tt to 
Lave settled the bill. 
The innocent should 
not be executed because of the error and ne- 
r.'ect of counsel, nor on the other hand should 
the guilty man escape because of the blun 
deni of his counsel. 
There can be no such 
outrage as has been denounced 
here so 
vehemently, without a remedy being found m 
the Courts. 
W hat is the certificate and the 
:u Igment ? The judgm ent is the solemn de­ 
termination of a Court under the Constitu­ 
tion and the la w ; a certificate is but the 
statem ent of a j udicial officer. 
To say the 
lodgment can be reviewed and the certificate 
notTis to place the creature above the crea­ 
tor. 
Absolute verity is not imported by the 
mere certificate, but absolute verity is lin- 
ported by a judgment. 
Now, in the case of 
the Feople vs. Smith in the same volume with 
this case, but decided before it and known to 
the bar, the very point was decided a t issue 
u this case.

Judge Faw cett certified to a bill of ex- 
eptions, which took this entire proceeding 
before the Supreme Court, and the whole 
case did go there despite all that is said. A ct­ 
ing on his judicial oath he certified a certifi­ 
cate which was as binding on him as a Judge 
and a man, as was counsel s affidavit on his 
conscience. 
T hat certificate^ Btates no notice 
v/as given of the bill to the D istrict A.ttorney 
th at it contained statem ents which were not 
correct. 
These facts were openly certified by 
the man on the bench, under the solemnity 
of his official oath, ami they show th at coun­ 
sel was wrong and the Judge was right, and 
th at there 
was 
no justification for the 
charges heaped upon him. mingling his 
name with corruption, fraud and villainy. 
M r. H art went on to read the certificate in 
full, and dwelling on the facts recited by the 
certificate, and among others th at defendant’s 
counsel had been guiity of negligence in 
making his bill of exceptions, and th at he 
had settled a bill of exceptions. 
Now the 
record did go up, and he, M r. H art, staked 
bis word on it, th at the Supreme Court did 
examine the cose, and it did find. that Judge 
Faw cett was right. 
The very things counsel 
complains of did go up to the Supreme C ourt, 
th at the Court did have them before it, and 
did, in the light of all these, refuse to 
do as defendant asked it to do, to work his 
discharge. 
AND NOW SHALL THE GOVERNOR 
Bitting here, pass upon the question whether 
the Supreme Court was in error ? Shall he 
undertake to declare th at the decision of 
Justice M cK instry is not based on the wis­ 
dom and justice of the law? Shall one not 
fitted by position and power to decide that 
■„he Justices of the Supreme Court have not 
announced correct legal doctrines? No. The 
udgment of the Supreme C ourtis the finality 
of the law of the case, a bar, a sealed book. 
B ut the Supreme Court declares no notice to 
the D istrict A ttornev was given of the pre­ 
sentation of the bill. T hat is no technicality, 
it is a wise provision of law requiring notice 
to both parties of all proceedings. 
Counsel 
clamors "for due process of law*; let him apply 
it on his siile when he sought to impeach the 
judgm ent of the Court—he did nut give the 
people the rights due them by due process of 
law ; he gave the people no notice of his at- 
ta -k. 
The defendant was arraigned by due 
process, tried by due pr.icess, convicted of 
the m urder of f . Wallace M >re by due pro­ 
cess, and he then attacks the judgment of his 
conviction for his murder of More, he fails to 
notify the people of his attack, a« the law 
declares ; and it is a righteous thing that 
notice is required, io order th at the people’s 
attorney may examine the proponed hill and 
exercise his right to otfer amendments to the 
bill. 
Isn’t tliat mere fairness and justice ? 
Now the Supreme Court says the failure to 
give notice made it the absolute duty of Judge 
Faw cett 


TO REFUSE TO SETTLE THE BILL. 
I t was his duty to refuse, because he had no 
particle of power to do as asked. 
Is he a 
villain because Eugene Faw cett refused to do 
w hat he 
had no power to do ? 
Is it 
true 
the 
murderer shall go nnwhipi>ed 
because Eugene Faw cett refused to do what 
he had no power to do? If so, away with the 
law and organized society for the jirotoction 
of life and home, and let every man know 
th at he must defend himself. The next ques­ 
tion is, Is Sprague guilty? T hat is the ques­ 
tion under any circumstances. 
Sprague was 
heard on appeal from this judgment, and so 
far as the 'governor is concerned, it was decided 
on its merits. 
He was heard in Supreme 
Court twice, was there on the merits, and the 
C ourt h eld : “ In this case the D istrict Court 
was justified in denying a continuance,” etc. 
(M r. H art read the points decided by the 
Supreme Court to show th at the case was 
. heard by it on a bill of exceptions.) So 
Sprague was fairly tried by a jury, had his 
bili of exceptions and hi-, appeal, was heard 
bv the Supreme Court, was condemned and 
ordered to suffer the jienalty of his crime, and 
now 
the Executive 
is 
asked 
to 
re­ 
view 
all the proceedings, 
ami by its 
pardon 
determine 
all 
the 
questions 
of law involved, in order to save Sprague. 
N ever has a Governor attem pted to grant a 
new trial, never attempted to review errors 
in law, never to reverse decrees of Court for 
errors f law . 
To wii mi is given the power 
to correct errors of law? To the Governor? 
N o ; 
but to 
the 
chief tribunal of the land 
alone. 
Are the criminal laws to 
go unen­ 
forced because a criminal refuses to appeal to 
the ap|>ellate Court, and when his error has 
barred him, go to the Governor and ask him to 
try the alleged error in a court unheard of 
and unprovided by the laws? 
B ut if the 
Governor had the power to review he (Mr. 
H art) would he willing to trust the record to 
review. 
There is no error in it, and he could 
show it before a Court with power to review 
it, but should refuse to discuss it before an 
officer without power to review. 
The Court 
below did instruct the trial jury th at the 


TESTIMONY o r HICKERSON AND BROWN 
As to the statem ents made by defendant to 
them were to be received with suspicion and 
doubt. 
Governor Perkins—W aa the jury so in­ 
structed ? 
Mr. H art—Yes, sir; and I will read the in­ 
struction to yon. 
(Mr. Bishop and Mr. H art 
read.) 
And so the jury had the statements 
before it, with warnings fro m the Bench, and 
yet condemned the defendant. 
And the jury 
was instructed also as to the testimony of 
Jones “ that he was an accomplice, and that 
the admission corrupts the source from which 
it comes, and that the jury must look on it 
with suspicion, 
because of its source"— 
signed, Eugene Fawcett. And so the jury was 
fairly instru :ted as to all these witnesses. 
T hat jury had the law with it, drafted by 
Governor Perkins when in the Senate, he 
believed, which gave it the power to fix the 
penalty with the verdict, if it choose, at less 
than death, and that was done to give to the 
jurv the power to determine in the light of 
all the facts. 
Mercy should be extended, and 
it has not extended it. 
The only question 
here remaining, he said, is 


SHALL SPRAGUE BE PARDONED? 
Shall the Executive say the jury was right 
in finding Sprague guilty, and wrong in fixing 
the penalty of death ? The Governor must 
find first if the defendant is guilty, if this is 
a review, and if so. should hesuff-r the death 
peuaity. 
The midnight-masked fiends and 
devils at ;he dead hour of night, called the 
deceased out of his house and shot him down 
in the light of his blaring property, tired by 
Incendiary torch, and cri<sl, as they shot him 
on the ground, where fie lay, with his face in 
his bleediog hands, “ G— d d—n you, die, 
and then put bullets through his head. Snail 
it lie said such an aesassiu shall not die, as 
the law declares he shall—the jury haviug

Sprague is innocent. 
H e came into the pres­ 
ence of the Governor willing to be convinced 
of Sprague’s innocence, but nothing he had 
heard had convinced him, and now, a t the 
close, he was settled in his conviction of 
Sprague’s guilt. 
AS TO PETITIONS, 
He olaced little value upon them . 
Generally 
he didn’t believe in them in favor of or pro­ 
test against pardons. 
M en sign petitions be­ 
cause asked. 
B ut in this case petitions are in 
fashion. 
H e then read a memorial signed by 
nine of the jurors th at tried Sprague, reaf­ 
firming their verdict, stating their present 
continued belief in the justice of Sprague’s 
conviction, and asking th at the Governor will 
not interfere w ith the course of the law. 
'¡'hese men had watched the progress of the 
case, have been in the country ever since, 
and 
if 
they 
had 
been convinced 
of 
injustice 
being 
done 
to 
Sprague 
they 
would 
be 
first 
to 
sign for a pardon. 
I t had been a general rule w ith Governors 
not to grant pardons on petitions unless 
signed by the Judge trying the case and the 
D istrict A ttorney, and at least some of the 
jurors. 
In this case the D istrict Attorney, 
at the time of the trial, had, prior to his elec­ 
tion, been counsel for Sprague, had been re­ 
tained by him and was disqualified from act­ 
ing as D istrict A ttorney in this case because 
of that. 
The present D istrict A ttorney was 
counsel for Sprague, and circulated the peti­ 
tion in V entura for his pardon. 
B ut it is not 
a petition for pardon, but as one of the sign­ 
ers puts it w ith his name, he thinks in view 
of the recent developments th at Executive 
clemency should be extended “ independently 
of the opinion as to Sprague's guilt or inno­ 
cence.” 
The V entura petition is adroitly 
drawn to perm it of any opinion regarding it. 
Governor Perkins—W hat, General, do you 
think of men who sign a petition for pardon 
one day and an affirmation of their ver­ 
dict next? W hat value is to be placed on 
the petition of such men ? 
General H a rt—But three are in th at posi­ 
tion. 
They are men, he presumed, suscept­ 
ible to sym pathetic appeals, but on sober 
second thought seek the first opportunity to 
state to,the Governer their real sentiments. 
A discussion between the Attorney-General 
and Governor here took place as to sympa­ 
thetic appeals, in which the Attorney-General 
insisted that such appeals are always for the 
defendant, and not for the law and the peo­ 
ple, and seldom is sym pathy awakened even 
for the friends of the m urdered man. 
I t is 
all solicited for the living defendant and his 
weeping family. ' 
AS TO PERJURY, 
M r. H art declared th at Brown had com­ 
m itted no perjury. 
Brown was corroborated 
by Sprague, for it is true th at Sprague took 
the .stand and testified th at Brown had asked 
him to go into the scheme to kill T. Wallace 
More. 
T hat is tru e ; true th at Sprague 
adm itted fie and Brown did talk of killing 
More, and th at he (Sprague) refused to do it. 
B ut Brown says'that Sprague told him of it 
and sought his aid to do it. 
So it is admitted 
the proposed killing of More was a m atter of 
conversation, and so Sprague corroborates 
Brown, anti so muuh for him. 
B ut defense 
challenged the prosecution to show the m ur­ 
der was not committed for robbery by show­ 
ing th at M ore’s house 
was not 
robbed. 
Who ever heard of challenging one to prove 
a negative? Three years have gone by and 
over, and in all th at time not a whisper of 
robbery has been heard of, not a breath of 
suspicion ; no examination before officers, or 
by them, of members of the household as to 
whether there had been robbery. 
I t is all a 
specious and ingenious defense, but exists 
only iu the imagination of counsel. 
No, 
there was no robbery. 
Robbery was not the 
motive, but revenge, by men who complained 
of wrongs they may have believed they suf­ 
fered at the hands of More, but it was never­ 
theless murder. 
The act had its motive, and, 
as stated to Austin Brown, was the feeling 
that they (the settlers) had been oppressed 
by More. 
Sprague told Brown th at Hines 
said the 
settlers 
no 
longer 
had 
legal 
rem edy; th at they had formed a league 
to kill More, and wanted Brown to join it, 
and this was drawn out by the question of 
Brown relating to a former statem ent of 
Sprague, th at More would long since have 
been killed had any one been detailed to do 
it. 
Then Sprague went on and told Brown 
how to reach the rendezvous, the disguises to 
be worn, the turpentine ball to fire the barn, 
the others of the gang to act as guards while 
he, Sprague, shot M ore down as be came 
out. 
W hy 
a 
guard? 
To 
ward 
off 
any 
approach 
of 
the 
men 
from the 
sheep ranch in case of an alarm. 
Now the 
fact of th at threat and plan being stated by 
Sprague, and the fact of the events happen­ 
ing just as planned, irrevocably fixes the guilt 
where it belongs, and the only way to defeat 
the consequences is to attack and impeach 
the testimony for the prosecution. 
This 
man Brown, they say, sold his property and 
left. 
H e did leave in fear of his life and sold 
property th at cost him §2,o00 for $2,000, and 
defense therefore claims his testimony is not 
worthy ef belief. 
AN AFFIDAVIT. 
M r. H art then read the affidavit of It. B. 
H ill, the detective in the case, stating that 
while he was working up the case he received 
a letter warning him to leave the settlement 
at once, and the letter was signed with a 
death's head and cross-bones. 
T hat fact 
showed th at violence was threatened the 
prosecution. 
H all says the letter was vulgar 
and violent; th a t the sentiment of the settle­ 
ment then was in favor of Sprague and all 
the others, and of his own knowledge he 
knows the More brothers used no money to 
corrupt wi‘nes3es. 
But the testimony of Ramirez and Olivas, 
Ferguson and the Chinaman, all corroborate 
Brown. Sprague told Brown that Cook, Corlee, 
Churchill ana Swanson were to be present at 
the murder, and the testimony shows th at as 
Curlee told Brown it would, it did occur that 
night, and all the facta as to disguises, fire 
and shooting develo¡>ed just as told to Brown 
they would. 
No doubt Brown did conceal 
his knowledge; no doubt he sympathized 
with his fellow-settlers; no doubt he feared 
the terrible vengeance to follow any who 
revealed, and hence it is he did not see the 
fire that night. 
Mr. H art said neither would 
he have seen 
it 
had he lived in 
th at 
community and had that knowledge. 
He 
too would have hidden his head, or left the 
community, unless he had the willingness and 
the bravery to go over there and resist th at 
gang of murderers. 
B ut because he did or 
did not see the fire is not m aterial to the issue, 
and does not affect his testimony. 
His denial 
shows his unwillingness to be a witness for the 
People, and strengthens his statem ents in 
the case. 
B ut Br.uvn was corroborated by 
Hickerson. 
Mr. H art said he was discussing 
the testimony, not because he believed it 
right to do so before the Governor, but because 
the defendant’s counsel had discussed the 
testimony. 
B ut Hickerson was charged as a 
perjurer. 
M r. lla rt reviewed the facts con­ 
cerning Ilickerson, and his removal from his 
farm to town, th at he and his family might 
escape the vengeance of the gang of murderers 
wh i threatened all with death who obstructed 
them ; the offer of the brother of More to pro­ 
tect him and aid his removal, etc., and held 
there was nothing to show corruption. 
T hat 
he did not testify before the Grand Ju ry 
amounted to nothing. 
The defense was not 
allowed to ask Ilickerson w hat he said to 
the 
Grand 
Ju ry , 1 e-cause th at 
by 
the 
Penal Code is a sealed book, with two ex­ 
ceptions, and 
neither applies in this case. 
Ilickerson 
was 
right 
as to his 
action 
relative 
to 
the 
Grand 
Ju ry , for his 
statem ent to it could have no effect, for as 
any one knows, M cCart, whose case was be­ 
fore the Grand Jury, could not have been 
held on the statem ent of Hickerson, as to 
Sprague’s confession to him. 
So Judge Faw ­ 
cett 
was 
right 
in 
his ruling relative 
to the proposed impeachment of Hickerson. 
Mr. H art recited the statements of H icker­ 
son, detailing Sprague’s confession to him as 
the two lay in the woods, and the details of 
which all correspond with the facts and cor­ 
roborate the statem ents of Brown as to the 
proposed plans. 
Mr. H art then began a 
review of the testimony of Jones, but as it 
was 11 o’clock, Mr. W illiams suggested an 
adjournm ent until morning. 
The Governor stated his desire to have the 
argument concluded by noon to-day if pos­ 
sible. 
Y et he knew of no higher duty, and 
would give all the time desired to the hear­ 
ing. 
He had already passed sleepless nights, 
and the m atter was pressing upon him. Once 
the hearing ended he should determine what 
todo, and then th at being done there would 
be an end of it from his mind. He asked Mr. 
Raymond if lie desired to reply to Mr. H art 
when he shall have finished. 
Mr. Haymond 
said he did, unless the Governor was ready to 
crant the petition when Mr. H art concluded. 
The Governor replied th at he had given no 
Í intimation that he was aware of ae to what 
he should do in the m atter. 
The hearing was then adjourned until 9 
A. M. to-day.
